DEMANDS OF THE LIVE-STOCK MEN. 

A convention of s -breeders from al- 
most every section of the country was held 
yesterday at the Grana Pacificto discuss 
general arrangements for their exhibits at 
the Fair. Every branch of the live-stocx in- 
terest was represented. Letters of regret at 
not being able to attend were received from 
Secretary of Agriculture Rusk, Gov. Furnas 
of Nebraska, and Gov. Hoard of Wisconsin. 
The following officers for the convention 
were chosen: President, Emory Cobb of Lii- 
nois; Vice-Presidents, N. F. Clark, Minne- 
sota; Judge H. W. Biodgett, Illinois; H. H. 
Clougu, Ohio; John Boyd, Illinois; Secre- 
tary, T. B. Wales, Iowa. The Committee on 
Resoluuons presented a report declaring 
that the live-stock exhibit at the Fair should 
exceed anything of the kina ever before seen 
in the world; that it should be in che same 
inclosure with the other exhibits; that 
the number of animais of any one brecd 
shown by any one exhibiter should be limited 
to two entries in competiuon for the same 
prize; that no animals not regularly entered 
in competition for vrizes should be givon ac- 
cess to the grounds; that liberal prizes should 
be offered; that a committee of eighteen be 
appointed to confer with the Board of Di- 
rectors of the Fair. 

The committee reported that the exhibition 
of live stock should commence about Aug. 20 
and continue to, the end of tne Fair, Over 
this point there was a long discussion. Many 
favored a live-stock éxhibit of six months. 

The report was adopted in the evening. 
The Committee of Eighteea met and formed 
a temporary organizauon. The committee 
consists of the following:

The Secretary will be chosen at that meeting. It 
is rumored that he as well as the Durector-Gen- 
eral will come from out of town, but the rumor 
cannot be verified. 

The Committee on Catalogues and Printing 
will meet today at 12:30, and itis probable that 
some action will be taken in regard to organiz- 
ing @ press bureau, although the permanent 
Press Secretary may not be appointed. It is be- 
lieved that at the latest a nomination will be 
made to tne directors Saturday. 

Several changes have been made in the 
offices at headquarters, and many more will be 
made. The Treasurer and Auditor are now in- 
stalled in Rooms 1, 2, 3, and 4 their former 
quarters being found too small.

The first, 
Harmonico Sugio, started Wednesday, armed 
with a letter signed by L. J. Gage and T. B. 
Bryan, giving him all the authority they could as 
representatives of the local organization. Sugio 
is a merchant who had been in this country 
some time. Yesterday Kentaro Kaneko, Secre- 
tary to his Japanese Majesty's Privy Council, 
called, and was also given a letter. He intends 
to interest the Japanese Government in the af- 
fair, as the other intends to interest the mer- 
chants. Kaneka was educated at Harvard. 

The Queen Isabella Association proposes 
to introduce some novel features at the Fair. 
Within the Isabella pavilion a crécne and kin- 
dergarten will be opened to assist in the care of 
infants and cnildren, thus enabling mothers to 
enjoy the full benefits of the Exposition at 
trifling cost and without discomfort to the little 
folks. Physicians and trained nurses will Also 
be at hand to attend to emergency cases, It is 
claimed that this is the first time that special 
provision has ever been made for women’s com- 
fort and economic interests on any exposition 
grounds. Another feature will be a separate 
committee-room with the use of Congress Hall, 
the pavilion auditorium, which will be given to 
members of any occupation whose membership 
in the Queen Isabella Association shall be at 


least 800 by May 1, 1891.

KIDNAPED AND TWICE DRUGGED. 


A- J. Baker's Story of How He Was Spirited 
‘ About the Country. 

Decatur, III., May 15.— [Special. I—A. J. 
Baker, the missing editor ot the Maroa 
Times, arrived at home at Fairbury last 
night. His story of his absence is strange, 
but it is believed by those of his friends 
who have heard it, because it is corroborated 
by the circumstances that are known and 
because of his high character. 

Conductor Finnegan, who runs on the 
Cannon-Ball“ between Decatur and Chi- 
cago, has known Mr. Baker for years. He 
heard three or four days ago of his disap- 
pearance, and was therefore surprised yes 
terday afternoon when coming out of Chi- 
cago to see the missing editor on his train. 
He looked perfectly natural, except that he 
Was much thinner and paler than usual. 

Mr. Baker’s story is as follows: 

“Wegnesday night, May 7. I had an en- 


gagement to meet a man at the St. Nicholas, 


in Decatur. I took the Terre Haute ana Peo- 
ria train. It was almost an hour behind time 
when it got to Decatur, it being after 11 
o’clock at night. I registered at the Central 
House, at the depot, and engaged aroom. I 
then started to keep my engagement, walk- 
ing up-town. I had gone twoor three blocks, 


and was just at the corner turning into EI- 


dorado street when two men approached me. 

“ They spoke to me, saying something like 
Hello, there!’ and stepped apart. I was 
going between them, when one caught my 
arms. Then I mhaled something; I didn’t 
know whether it was a sponge or a hand- 
kerchief that was put to my nose. After 
that I was dizzy, though I was not quite un- 
conscious. Shortly afterwards I seemed to 
be on a moving passenger train. 

“Then I dida’t Know anything for some 
time. When I became partly conscious again 
it was daylight and l was somewhere in a 
room. One of these men came in soon after- 
wards, and all I could get out of him was that 
Iwas in Chicago. My watch and railroad 
passes and what little money I had were 
gone. After two days one of the men came 
in and 1 was drugged again. When I 
came to myself I was somewhere else 
—that I saw at first glance. 1 found 
in the room in which I was my watch and 
railroad passes. In one of the mileage books 
was a note stating that the fellows who had 
kidnaped me thought I was some one else, 
and that Iwas carried off througha mis- 
take. The fellow’s note continued that his 
pal had skipped out with my money. When 
I got out I discovered that I was at Ottum- 
wa, Ia. I telegraphea home, and started for 
Chicago as soon as I could get money 
enough.“ 


FAILURE OF DORAN, WRIGHT & CO. 


The New York Brokerage Firm Unable to 
Meet Its Obligations. 

New Tonk, May 15.—The firm of Doran, 
Wright & Co. of No. 10 Wall street an- 
nounced to it correspondents this morning 
ite inability to meet its obligations. The an- 
nouncement caused no surprise because of 
the fact that its was known that the firm has 
been in trouble since the latter end of April. 
Mr. R. D. Williams, the general manager of 
the house, said today that no statement 
would be made for a coupie of days. The 
liabilities, he added, would be in tne neigh- 
borhood of $300,000, with only nominal as- 
sets. The loss will be distributed all over the 
country. 

DScRANTON, Pa., May 15.—[Special.]—The 
stock pvrokerage office orf I. G. Labar & Co. 
of this city was closed today on account of 
the failure of Doran & Wright of New York. 
The liabilities are estimated at from $25,000 
to $50,000. ¥ 

Boston, Muss., May 15.—[Special.]—The 
extraordinary boom in the stock market 
here is having a most disastrous effect upon 
the commission brokers and bucket-shops. 
Three failures are reported today with ag- 
gregate liabilities-of some $500,000.. These, 
with the suspension of Charles S. Williams 
& Co. yesterday, will bring the liabilities 
caused by the rise thus far at not much be- 
low $600,000. The Doran-Wright company 
was the largest of the commission concerns 
to suspend here today. 

R F. Straine, President of the Financial 
Telegram company, assigned this afternoon. 
He places his liabilities at $180,000 and thinks 
he has assets that will bring 6800, 000. Mr. 
Straine bas been an active operator and in- 
terested in various enterprises.. The third 
suspension was thatof the New England 
Stock Exchange. The liabilities of the con- 
cern are between $50,000 and $60,000. The 
assets are only nominal

THE REV. OR. SMITH’S REPLY. 

This was the address of: welpome. The re- 
ply was by the Rev. Dr. D. S. Smith. He 
spoke gracefully and with a touch of feeling 
that almost stilled applause. In opening he 
referred to the fine phrase to which Presi- 
dent Garfield gave currency: 

I the wrinkles have been written on our 
brows,”’ he remarked, thank God they have 
not been written on our hearts.“ 

Then Dr. Smith went on to use a metaphor 
that was apt indeed, if one thinks 
of the Kentucky Derby. The old 
chaps, he remarked, who saw Chicago as a 
colt when it struck ite first gait are still 
ready to bet their last dollar that the Windy 
City will outstrip every city in the race for 
supremacy—commercial, social, and political. 

This was the sinew of Dr. Smith’s reply. 
And these were the speeches of the evening. 

But what was said.was less than what was 
seen. 

What one saw was this old man bent and 
bowed, with white hair 1 uneasy hands; 
women who remember the old days and 
wondered at the new. 

There is a little room on the first floor of 
the Calumet Club. On the walls are pictures 
ot the old settlers. There is a queer mixture 
of firemen’s helmets and old-time relics 
stuck here and there inthe corners. The 
chief bit of bric-A-brac importance is the old 
tomahawk that stands in a glass case on the 
Twentieth street side of the room. It is a 
relic of 1832. It telis the storyof the by-gone 
massacre. This rough weapon was buried 
once on a time in Capt. Well’s brain. Now it 
is posed in the Caiumet Club; in place of the 
oid, battered handle is a pipe-stem—a Calu- 
met one at that. 

It was in this room that the old settlers 
gathered last evening. There they chatted 
and recalied early days. They looked up at 
Mark Beaubien’s fiddle and thought of the 
old dances at the tavern in days when Chica- 
go Was a pushing, pulsative, littie village:

Almost every old settler” drifted into 
this room—to talk.of old days—to look at the 
historic photographs on the walls. There 
was ex-Mayor Sherman—now of Waukegan

ALREADY A RELIC OF THE PAST. 


The City to Improve the Snell Toli- Road 
Points of the Decision. 

Assistant Corporation Counsel Robinson 
received yesterday from Ottawa a copy of 
the opinion of the Supreme Court rendered 
Wednesday in the Suell toll-road case. An 
interesting point in addition to the summary 
printed yesterday is as foliows: 

The deed to Snell (from the Northwestern 
Plank Road company) conveys all the proper- 
ty of said company. consisting of the charter and 

amendments and franchises, rigut of way, 
etc., being the plank road from the old city umits 
of Chicago to the nine-mile post, together with 
all the property, goods, and chattels of said com- 
pos of whatsoever nature or description.” 
© language conveys the impression that 
when the sale Was made to Snell, in August, 1870, 
the roac required to be built by the original 
charter had not yet been constructed. The obli- 
gation im on the corporation as at first or- 
anized was to construct a plank road to Oak 
and thence to Wheeling and to the 

north hne ot the county. ... 

There is nothing to show that the State ever 
released the company from its duty to build and 
maintain the whole road. ... The privilege 
to collect tolls before completion did not excuse 
the company from the obligation of finally build- 
ing the whole road. Hence having failed to ful- 
fill his contract the privileges conferred by the 
amended charter lapsed. ä 

The court also holds that Snell forfeited his 
charter by changing the location of the original 
toll gates. 

In accordance with the decision the city 
authorities will at once pull down the toil- 
gates and pave the street, a special sssess- 
ment for that purpose having been levied 
some time ago. 

A. J. Stone, one of the Snell heirs, was 
surprised at the decision, and threatens to 
take other proceedings to prevent what he 
calls the confiscation of his property. 
The city officials laugh at him. The people in 
the northwestern section are jubilant over 
the victory, and the farmers propose to 
brate the event. 


SUCCESSFUL DIAMOND THIEVES. 


A Pair of Smooth Young Men Who Have 
Been Working" the Jewelers. 

G. W. Brown and John H. Guidrat, the 
two young men who were arrested last 
Tuesday evening for a clever attempt to 
victimize Jeweler. C. F. Giliman of No. 124 
North Clark street by the false diamond 
trick,“ were booked on the vulgar charge of 
larceny at the East Chicago Avenue Police 
Station and on preliminary hearing before 
Justice Kersten were held to the Criminal 
Court in bonds of $800 each.

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Strikes Today 
Chieago’s Big Hostelries—What the 
Colored Walters Have Already Accom- 
plished— Rumors of Impending Trouble 
Between the West Division Street 
Raliway Company and its Employes— 
Labor Notes. 


Union waiters yesterday visited some of 
the small restaurants tha employ colored 
men and secured a few signatures to the 
scale of the Alhance, Those brought 
into line are: The Favorite, with twenty 
men; Genesee, five men; Commercial lunch- 
room, sixteen men; Pullman café, seven men. 

The hotels werd left alone yesterday, as it 
was the monthly pay-day. The “attack” 
will be made today. The keepers who em- 
ploy colored waiters have been notified that 
the committee will call on them at for 
an answer to their demand for their signa- 
ture to the union scale. There are 588 col- 
ored waiters employed at the larger hotels. 

The committee will first visit the Audito- 
rium. President Pomeroy said he expected 
no resistance except at that hotel, which em- 
ploys ninety-five waiters. But the resist- 
ance there would not last long. The Andi- 
torium Hotel company owned three hotels in 
different parts of the country, and if a strike 
was ordered at the Chicago establishment it 
would extend to the other two. The waiters 
think Manager Southgate is staying away 
from the city and preparing for the strike by 
hiring men elsewhere. 

The Culinary Alliance has prepared a 
statement of what it claims to have accom- 
plished for the waiters in Chicago. This 
statement shows that since the beginning of 
the present agitation a weekly and annual 
increase of wages has been obtained in res- 
taurants as follows, in addition to the reg- 
ulation of hours and other matters:

WHEN THE WEST SIDE CABLE STARTS. 

It is again rumored that the West Division 
Street railway company will have trouble 
with its employés when its cabie begins ( 
erations. Two months ago this rumor was 
started. It was stated that men were being 
“broken in by Mr. Yerkes on the North 
Bide, in A and in Philadelphia to re- 
place old West Side employees. These men 
were engaged, it was said, at lower wages, 


and the old men would have to accept a re- 


duction or lose their A committee of 
the men called on General Manager Parsons 
and asked him about these matters. Mr. 
Parsons said there was no foundation for the 
rumors—that the old drivers would be given 
preference as gripmen. The committee was 
satisfied. 

Recently the men have been complaining of 
being overworked during the “rush” hours. 
The management proposed to put in some of 
the extra men who wait for work around the 
barns and give them work forfrom four to 
six hours a day during the rush,“ and pay 
them $1.50. The men rejected the proposi- 
tion. The pay for the regular men is 21 cents 
an hour, with the proviso that no one shall be 
paid for less than ten hours a day nor be re- 
quired to work over twelve hours. 

Mr. Parsons said yesterday that he had 
heard of no dissatisfaction or any disposition 
to create trouble when the cable should start. 
The company would run about seventy-five 
trains on Madison street and fifty on Milwan- 
kee avenue, which would require 175 to 200 

‘gripmen. Preference would be given to the 
old employés. Only strong, hearty, and act- 
ive men could be used as gripmen. The old 
and feeble drivers would have to be left on 
horse-car lines. There would of necessity be 
some shifting, but new men would not be em- 
loyed as long as the proper material couid 
be ound among the old employés.

THE LOUISIANA LOTTERY DOUBLES ITS 

| BRIBE. 

The reply to the trenchant words of Gov. 
Nichoils of Louisiana addressed to the Leg- 
islature in the matter of the lottery bribe has 
come from John T. Morris, the President of 
the company, who doubles its proffered bribe 
and now proposes to pay the State every year 
$350,000 for levees, 6350, 000 for public schools, 
$100,000 for hospitals, $75,000 for the insane, 
$25,000 for the deaf, dumb, and blind, and 
$100,000 for the drainage of the City of New 
Orleans, besides offering to advance the 
State at once a sum sufficient to put the 
levees in repair. 

It remains to be seen what action the Leg- 
islature will take in view of this infamous 
and degrading proposition. That the lottery 
company can richiy afford to pay the im- 
mense bribe rather than risk the loss of its 
present charter is demonstrated by a state- 


ment of its colossal profits. Hitherto the State 


has derived but $40,000 revenue from the 
iniquity, and it has never been paid a cent of 
taxes. The company’s stock is divided into 
10,000 shares at $100 par value, but each share 
is quoted at $1,200, making its stock value 
$12,000,000. The Anti-Lottery League’s spe- 
cial committee. publishes the following in- 
formation as to its financial condiwon: 

We have reason to believe that certain — 
ferred stockholders, who are very few in num 
7 one-half of the net profits and then shade 

N half with the ordinary stockholders. 
22 that for a number'of gears past the 
44 ividends in which the ordinary stock- 
holders share have largely exceeded 100 per cent 
on the value the stock, reaching in the 
year 1889 170 per cent. We also be'ieve that the 
semi-annual dividend paid in January, 1890, 
amounted to 115 per cent on the face value. 
These dividends represent one-half of the de- 
clared profits. For instance, the 170 per cent 
dividend for 1889 was distributed to tne stock- 
holders after the preferred stockholders had re- 
ceived a ‘similar dividend of 170 per cent, making. 
therefore, a total distribution to the stockhola- 
ers of declared proflis of $8,400,000 for the single 
year 1889—after payment of all expenses and the 
setting aside of un enormous reserve fund; which 
doubtiess amounts to millions of dollars. 


Even were these figures not thus succinctly 
set forth, the enormous bribe of itself wouid 
call attention to its illegitimate character, to 
the startiing disproportion of prizes to in- 
vestinents, and to the wholesale manner in 
which this companyis fleecing the public. 
Under the pretext of charity these unscrupu- 
lous swindlers are seeking to obtain from tne 
State the right to run their gamoling institu- 
tion for twenty-five years longer. Were the 


people of Louisiana sensitive to public opin-— 


ion, and, still more, sensitive to their 
own honor, they would have spurned 
the proposition at once; but there 
is great danger that the glittering prize held 
out to them may be accepted, as the press of 
the State is solidly in favor of it, ana there 
are not wanting rumors that members of the 
Legislature have been fixed. Apart from 
the moral degradation of the State, if it 
shall consent to pay ite expenses out of the 
receipts of this gambling bill, tne political 
dangers are equaily menacing. Gov. Nicholls 
clearly recognizes them, and in his message 
utters these warning words: 


I am addressing men of Louisiana’ who know 
as well as I do the value of my words when I say 
to them that should this lottery 14 firmly plant - 
ed in this State it will own an the pur- 
chasable vote solidiy in the holiow — * hands 
forever, and through it and by it the liberties, the 
prope +i 4 and the honor of the people of Louisi- 
ana se wil be at its feet. 

It would make and unmake Governors, Judges 
Senators, tatives, Commissioners of 
Election, Returning Officers, Assessors, and all 
other officials, at its will. Merit would be disre- 
garded and the test for office would not bs ' abil- 
ity, integrity, public spirit, or worth, but sub- 
servience to the behest of thatcompany. Virtue 
would be the very best bar to official position. 
I, for one, believe that this will never de per- 
mitted, 1 foresee the most direful consequences 
if the lottery company persists in its scheme to 
foist itself upon the people. I foresee that this 
State will be shaken as if by an egrthquake from 
the Arkansas line to the gulf by reason of what 
will be deemed a menace, present and future, to 
the people's dearest rights, and I consider it my 
solemn duty to warn this General Assembly, for 
I feel deeply that what I say is true.

changed this state of affairs by opening pre- 
viously localized markets to the free play of 
competition from distant quarters. In con- 
sequence of the increased vigor thus given to 


the principle of competition manufacturers 


and merchants bad to send out traveling 
agents or “drummers” to visit distant cus- 
tomers and compete eagerly against rivals. 
Cheapened transportauwon and stimulated 
competition have worked together in the last 


, quarter of a century in producing great eco- 


nomic changes, and it seems almost incom- 
prehensible that intelligent men can ignore 
these great forces and coolly attribute the 
results thereof to the policy of levying high 
duties on the American consumers of im- 
ported goods. 

The trusts and monopolies which besiege 
Congress for higher duties cannot well claim 
that they want these high rates to force 
down their prices. They leave such non- 
sensicai claims as that to their Congressional 
advocates when appearing as apologists be- 
fore disgusted and angry constituents. The 
“trust” men attribute low prices’ not to a 
high tariff but to excessive competition, and 
they seck to get rid of this alleged evil by 
banding themselves together, shortening pro- 
duction, and demanding higher duties. They 
want high tariff rates to screen them from 
foreign competition, and they then propose 
by concerted action to suppress rivalry 
among themselves and be in a situation to 
charge up to the limit of the duties. 
A fair and reasonable duty which 
breaks the force of foreign competition but 
still permits itto flowin when necessary to 
check -extortuonate schemes of domestic 
monopolies is one thing, while a rate fixed so 
high as to exclude outsiders altogether and 


give home “trusts” excessive profit on con- 


dition that they will confederate together 
and suppress domestic rivalry is quite an- 
other. Such rates are an abuse of the pro- 
tective principle and put a premium on trust- 
ism, Such abuses and perversions of the 
protective principle are not to be perpetrated 
under the preposterous ciaim that tariff 
rates cannot be too high and always operate 
to reduce prices. A party whick surrenders 
to such a doctrine as that will suffer the de- 
Teat it deserves. 


CHICAGO’S EXPANSION. 

Chicago’s expansion is no longer limited by 
restrictive or obstructive laws. The Annex 
ation act, the framework of which was draft- 
ed by Mr. E. R. Blies and Mr. Clarence 
Knight, has been fully tested in the courts. 
It has not been found wanting. It is a sound 
constitutional, valid enactment. It turnishes 
Chicago the legal machinery necessary for 
outward growth. 

As the suburbs become ripe for annexa- 
tion now they can be adaed without trouble 
and without fear of disturbing any vested or 
municipal interest. In the case of village 
corporations like Washington Heights, for 
instance, all that is necessary for annexa- 
tion is a petition dy 100 voters and an affirm- 
ative vote of the village and of the city at 
some general or mübieipal election. And 
so also in the case of the incorporated 
Town of Cicero, which will surely come in 
within the next two or three years. 

The suburbs that have been annexed have 
prospered since they became part of Chica- 
go. They have been treated as the favored 
children of the municipality. The water 
pipes have been extended into them. Gas 
and oil lamps have deen -crected as fast 
as their Aldermen demanded. They enjoy 
ample police protection and ample protec- 
tion from fire. Heréafter they will have a 
better system of education. In short, they 
have shared all the advantages of being part 
of a great metropolitan city. When the tax 
bills come around this year the people will 
find they have less to pay than under the old 
cumbrous doodle system of village govern- 
ment and irresponsible town boards. 

W hen street-car franchises are granted for 
the future they will stipulate for a uniform 
fare within the city timits. The new portions 
of the city will reap all the advantages. And 
when we have a Mayor who is energetic and 
progressive and not a wind-pumping Mayor 
we will also have elevated roads, with uni- 
form fares, which will oring the further- 
most sections of the city within twenty min- 
utes of the Court- House. Before the roads 
are constructed the suburbs now ripe for an- 
nexation will be brought within the city 
limits. 

And as to those portions of territory just 
outside the city limits and which are not in- 
corporated they can be brought in by peti- 
tion and the action of the Council—in accord- 
ance with the Root law, which now turns 
out to be a beneficent and not an obstructive 
measure, as was recently demonstrated in 
the case of the Calumet-South Englewood 
section. ‘ 

Growing suburbs now on the outskirts will 
all be drawn into the parent city in suitable 
time. The boundaries will thus perpetually 
expand, and the problem of making one gov- 
ernment for city and county will be in process 
of solution. After Washington Heights, and 
Cicero, and Morgan Park are taken in the 
remainder of Calumet, Blue Island, Lyons, 
Riverside, and Maywood will seek admission 
in good time. Under the now perfected 
and simple annexation laws Chicago must 
grow apace ata rate which may well excite 
the jealousy of our rival, New York. 


DEMOCRATIC FRAUDS IN WEST TENNES-

PENNSYLVANIA MINERS INTOMBED. 


Twenty-Seven Men Ingulfed by a Cave-In 
near Ashley. 

Wixesparre, Pa., May 15.—Thelongseries 
of awful mine disasters that have visited 
this valiey within the last year reached a 
climax this morning in the intombing ot 


twenty-seven men in the Hartford mine of 


the Lehigh and Wilkesbarre Coal company 


at Ashiey, three miles from this city. 


At 9 o’clock: this morning the community 
was thrown into a state of wild excitement 


when the news spread that an extensive cave- 
in had ocourred in No. 6 Colliery, covering an 
area of more than tea acres. Thon- 
sands rushed to the scene of the dis- 
aster and found tha the surface almost 
as far as the eye could reach was seamed 


and cracked with long circular fissures, some 


of which were over two feet wide. The sor- 
row of the people was intensified when it be- 
came known that twenty-seven of their 
friends who had gone down tne pit in the 
morning were in the portion that had caved 
in and in all probabilit 

ever in a mass of coal and rock. 


y were intombed for- 


That portion of the mine in which the men 
were is down the slope, and the cave-in, 
if it did not overwhelm them at once, 
shut off all means of reaching the sur- 
face. . Rescuing parties were at once 
opening broken 
through into a manway in the bea of a 
mountain stream where the chambers iu that 
part of No. 9 came within a few feet of the 
surface. All day long the men toiled like 
Titans at the hard and stubborn rock while 
the weeping wives and little ones of the 
doomed ‘victims stood around the opening 
and rent the air with their cries and la- 
mentations. Gang after gang relieved one 
another until at 5 o’clovk the news was 

that they had succeeded in breaking 
ugh the chambers beneath the cave. A 
indescribable suspense  fol- 
thousands who stood 
around the opening waitea for some intelli- 
gence from the men at the front. The men 
toiled on in silence a quarter past 6, wnen 
there was a commotion at the mouth of the 
dark opening, and the foreman crawled out 
on his hands and knees and announced that 
they had found one of the victims. He was 
lying at the bottom of a fifty-foot plane, and 
in order to rescue him it became necessary to 
lower a miner down with a rope. This was 
done, and the charred and blackened form of 
Anthony Froyne, the first of the victims, was 
He was still alive, 
but his injuries are considered fatal. 

When the news spread that Froyne was 
burned a look of the deepest gloom over- 
spread the faces of the old miners who were 

nt. They shook their heads sadly, say- 
ing that the fact of Froyne bemg so bad! 
burned left littlefhope for the safety of his 
companions. It — that Froyne 
wandered away from the rest ofthe men 
and in his efforts to find a way out fired the 
gasin an old chamber. If this explosion 
reached the other men their chances of es- 
cape are slight. 
reck and ruin was wrought as well on 
the surface as m the fatal pit. Nearly a 
score of houses are shattered and destroyed, 
and the families were compelled to flee for 
their lives. The latest report from the scene 
of the disaster at 8 o’clock is to the effect 
that the rescuing party has penetrated to 
within sight. of two dead bodies, but the gas 
is so thick that they were driven back to the 
surface. The place is full of black-damp, and 
further approach im the direction of the vic- 
tims is impossible even with safety lamps.

The Dying Man's Statement—Aneother 


Marry—Narrow Escape of Ferry Pas- 
sengers in kast River. : 

New Yorx, May 15.—A terrible tragedy oc 
curred in Wallstreet this mornimg. Alphonse 
J. anie shot and mortally wounded 
Clinton G. Reynolds of the law firm 
of Reynolds & No. 60 Wall street. 
The murderer was buta few hours in the 
city, having only just arrived on the White 
Star steamship Majestic from Liverpool. 

Up to two years ago Stepbanie’s father was 
engaged in the fruit-importang business in 
this city, At that time he died, leaving his 
wife, Alphonse’s mother, sole executrix. 
Alphonse carried on the business, but 
was turning it into cash and it appears 
that he realized about $50,000 and placed it 
with the Broad Safe Deposit company. 
His mother and 
two months ago he quarreied with his mother, 
toid her that he would have the money some 
time, anyhow, and wound up by assaulting 
her. About a month ago he sailed for 
Europe. 

During his absence his mother consulted 
Lawyer Reynolds, who advised her to issue 
attachments. against him and the Safe De- 
posit company to prevent his using - the 
money. He probably heard of this after his 
arrival this morning and at once went to 
the lawyer’s office and entered the inner 
room. In the outer office were Manag- 
ing Clerk John L. Butterle and a chent. 
After an interval of ten minutes a shot was 


heard, and Mr. Butterle burst in the dour 


| and saw Stephanie with the smoking re- 


volver in his hand. He at once knockéd 
Stephanie down, and held him on the floor 
until a policeman arrested him. Mr. Reyn- 
olds was found to be mortally wounded in 
the left side below the heart. He was at 
once removed in an ambulance to the Cham- 
bers Street Hospital. 

There seems to be no doubt that the shoot- 
ing was the outcome of his rage at finding 
that Lawyer Reynolds had foiled his plan to 
obtain the money on deposit. 

Mr. Reynolds made this statement to Cor- 
oner Levy in Chambers Streét Hospital: 


The shooting took place in my office about 


11 o’clock this morning. I was pleading with 
him to de reconciled to his mother. 
I then wid him that 1 hada ad- 
vised her to seek the assistance and 
protection of the courts. I had commenced 
an action against him and had obtained an 
injunction against him and the Safe Deposit 
company. He rose, drew a pistol from his 
pocket and shot me. He said nothing. There 
was nobody eise present in my office at the 
time of the shooting.“ 

Reynolds became exhausted after making 
this statement. 


SETTLING THEIR DIFFICULTIES. 


The Sante Fe and ’Friseo Roads Likely to 
Come to an Understanding.
